Cecil Hammond, 33-year-old Atlanta patrolman, probably 
won't see again from his left eye. 

He spent weeks at Grady Hospital as a result of two stab 
wounds in the back of his head, one of them piercing to 


within one-eighth inch of the 
the left eye. 


Grady physicians at first were 
hopeful of saving the eye, although 
on the morning of April 7 they 
removed a broken knife blade 
from his head just beneath the 
eye. Then spinal meningitis set 


in. 


Rumors are spreading about the 
early morning tragedy in which 
the young officer and Navy veter- 
an was injured and a Negro pris 
oner wounded. 

A woman caller at The Constitu- 
tion who said she knew the family 
of the Negro, Henry J. Johnson, of 
College Park, inferred that Ham 
mond was only slightly injured:

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The Strike Still Seems Unnecessary! 


In discussing the strike in the transpor- 
tation field in Atlanta we have been, and 
are, against the strike. We reached that 
decision not in terms of for the Company 
or against the Union, but on the basis of 
analyzing the issues as we have been able 
to know and understand them. 

Any insistence on arguing the strike 
in terms of procompany or prounion 
seems to us wrong and indicative of a 
dangerous trend in our national thinking. 
Are we to determine everything on the 
basis of membership in some organization? 
Is all our thinking to be in chains, bound 
by “causes”? 

As we see it, the problem basically is 
this: 

The transportation workers, already 
making the highest pay in the Southeast, 
in a field requiring semiskilled workers 
who must go through no apprenticeship, 
are asking for an increase in wages and 
certain working condition changes which 
also amount to a wage increase. 

These employees, whose wage scale is 

higher than that of some of the skilled 
crafts, also make more than at least 75 per- 
cent of the passengers whom they haul. 
There seems to be no dispute, by either 
party involved, that the increases sought 
would necessitate a fare increase which 
would come out of the pockets of the pas- 
sengers. We do not know of any dispute of 
the findings of the Public Service Com- 
mission which, after almost two years, 
granted a fare increase on the findings the 
transportation company was losing a sub- 
Stantial sum of money. 

Now comes the second bit of reasoning. 

Two days ago in the Senate of the 
United States, Sen. Wayne Morse, a pro- 
labor Senator from Oregon, and liberal, 
Democratic Senator from Illinois, Paul 
Douglas, battle-decorated Marine, joined 
to demand a reduction in the armed serv- 
ices’ budget. 

They said: “There is this matter of a 
drop of five percent in wholesale prices 
since last December .. . they can obtain 
more supplies for less money than they 
had to spend last year. ... Prices are still 
going down.” 

Basic food prices, while still uncomfort- 
ably high, are lower than a year ago. We 
have again checked with eight retail stores 
in Atlanta which report that average 


prices for suits are down approximately 20 
percent, dresses about 25 percent and 
shoes 10 percent. Underwear, socks and so 
on, also are down. 

The cost of living is still painfully high, 
but it is going down still further. 

Therefore, we have not had a satisfac- 
tory answer to why the best paid men in 
their field are impelled to ask for more 
and why a strike in their behalf was neces- 
sary. 

We present a third factor in our ra- 
tionalization: 

A year ago much of management and 
labor hailed the General Motors contract 
as evidence that both management and 
labor were coming of age and were mature 
enough to consider that merely the fact 
another year had rolled around was not 
justification for a wage increase demand. 

The contract was based on the cost of 
living index. If it went up, wages went 
up. If it went down wages were reduced. 
here is some restiveness about it, be- 
cause the cost of living went down and 
wages were fractionally reduced, but it 
still stands as the contract called by labor 
itself an ideal contract. 

Is the local demand made merely be- 
cause the old contract expired? 

A fourth factor is that whatever in- 
creases are made in this dispute must 
more or less automatically be passed on 
by the Company to its employees over the 
state. It is pure sophistry to argue that 
this is merely the transportation negotia- 
tion. 

If this reasoning is anywhere unsound; 
if the cost of living index is not down and 
still falling, a fact which gratifies us; if 
the men are not already as well or better 
paid than in Memphis, and other cities of 
comparable size, we will be happy to have 
It corrected. 

It is on the basis of this thinking; and 
on the facts as we have honestly sought to 
analyze and rationalize them, that we op- 


posed the strike, and not at all on the 
basis of procompany or antiunion. We 
don’t consider either of them to be sacro- 
sanct. We are trying to do our own think- 
ing. If it’s wrong we are willing to be 
corrected. 

Meanwhile, we don’t understand why 
the strike was necessary, and why, in the 
face of what seems to us inescapable con- 
clusions, it can’t be settled.

We Pay for Some 
Poor Luxuries 


As the States look hopefully toward Federal 
aid (even in the States where the Dixiecrats 
were so recently lifting their ante-bellum skirts 

to avoid any touch of Federa! interference), there is evidence they 
still are not willing to do the job of surgery that needs to be done. 

It already is obvious that the one fatal weakness is the system 
itself. 

By the very nature of the system the State Superintendent of 
Schools and the county school superintendents are unable to prac- 
tice economy, to bring about obviously needed consolidation, or to 
take drastic but necessary steps. They can't do this even if they 
wish. 

Why? 

Because they are elected and to be elected they must please the 
people. In the past two months I have had at least a dozen county 
school superintendents say, “I know what’s wrong, but I’d get beat 
if I tried to carry out the necessary plans. A superintendent can’t 
do anything and keep his job.” 

That is the unfortunate, but as they say, the pure truth. 

It applies equally well to the State Superintendent. If he were 
to act as an efficient school man, carrying out the policies needed 
to end waste, extravagance and inefficiencies, he would have the 
offended counties buzzing about his ears like offended bees, await- 
ing only the next election to give aid and comfort to the opposition. 

The result?—The State and the county superintendents have to 
spend most of their time slapping backs, making complimentary 
remarks, and solidifying their positions as good friendly fellows. 
What they know about schools comes second. 


Curious This is curious, too. In most States the university SVS- 

tem is operated by trustees or regents. The chancellor, 
the president and the heads of any associated colleges or units are 
elected by the trustees or regents, and not by the public. 

If the presidents of State universities were elected by the public 
the level of university education would plunge downward so fast 
speed cameras wouldn’t catch it. 

Is there any reason why the State School Superintendent should 
not be elected by the State Board? What we have now is a situa- 
tion where the State Superintendent and the county superintend- 
ents are chosen by one group and directed by another. 


There also is the matter of qualification. In some counties the 
superintendent is a capable man with qualifications for the job. In 
others he is one of the county failures, usually an amiable and popu- 
lar fellow, good-hearted and well-meaning, who gets elected mere- 
ly because he knows how to shake hands and ask for, and get, votes. 


Is it too radical a change to suggest that we set up some sort of 
uniform qualification standards for superintendents, in addition to 


having same elected by the Board of Education? 

What? What do we require of a school superintendent in whom 
7 we place the responsibility for the management of the 

school system, the expenditure of money, and the education of our 

children? 

We have only two qualifications—legal residence and the ability 
to get elected. It is perfectly possible to be school superintendent 
in Georgia and not be able to read or write. Legal residence is an 
obvious evil. No matter how good a job he does he cannot be pro- 
moted. He must stay where he has legal residence. There is no 
incentive to become a career man. He knows that he can have but 
the one job and so he devotes all his talents to keeping his political 
fences built up. The schools, of necessity, come second. 

We don’t require our doctors, preachers, pharmacists, lawyers, 
and so on to have legal residence to be hired. Our county agents, 
from whom we expect to learn how to be better farmers, are select- 
ed on the basis of ability and educational qualifications. But our 
county superintendents don’t have to know anything, or possess 
any qualifications, just so long as they are legal residents. A county 
board should be able to look around and hire the best man. 


Items Everyone is agreed that State purchase, on competitive 

bidding, of buses, spare parts and tires, would save a 
great deal of money if honestly and openly done, with an eye on 
collusion. 

We know that many:small operating units in our high school 
system have senior classes with as few as four or five members, with 
the State paying as high as $160 per pupil to keep the units operat- 
ing. A large number of our high schools have graduating classes 
with eight, nine, 10 or 11 members. It is a well-known fact that a 
high school with less than 300 pupils cannot operate and provide 
the necessary course of study except at an exorbitant cost per pupil. 

The school books should be distributed by the State and the 
allotment system abolished. Many a school superintendent buys 
books because he likes a salesman. This explains why books “stack 
up” in some places. He may need spelling books, but he buys read- 
ers because he has a little money and he likes the reader salesman 
who happens to be in town. A running inventory on each order, 
with all books sent from a State department, would end allotments, 
and eliminate much waste and abuse of the free school book system. 

These are things to think about. They are expensive and inef- 
ficient. 

We can’t expect leadership on them from the superintendents, no 
matter how much they may privately urge them.

Will We Let This Light Die?

in the post J found a letter from a person whom I know only slightly, through her responses to some 


of those columns: its concern was a matter, however, w | 
me so strongly that I determined once again to try to strike a blow for an unpopul 


learning in the State of Georgia. 

The Georgia Review, edited by Dr. John 
Donald Wade and published by the University of 
Georgia, is about to fall before the economy axe 
and be cut off in the third year of its publication. 
Now if there is any writing published in the State 
of Georgia more excellent in literary quality than 
that in the Review, I have not had the pleasure 
of seeing it. 


If, then, the best is to go, what sort of 
State, what kind of citizens can we expect? 
The Review's subscription list numbers 
only about one thousand members. Now the 
population of this State is roughly 3,000,000; 
a subscription list of 1,000 for the Review 
means that one person out of 3,000 cares 
sufficiently about the State's best literary 
production to read it and encourage its 
production. There are 2,999,000 who are not 
interested. Well, it makes you think. 


It seems to me that we, less than anyone, can 
afford to lower our already too low standards. 
Any writer travelling about is bound to listen to 
strangers talking on the trains, the buses, in 
cafes, on board ships; he (or she) notes the things 
they talk about, and their viewpoints. He looks 
at the magazines and books he sees them reading; 
and if he is a Georgian, he must, as a result, feel 
a great depression at the quality of both conver- 
sation and reading material: the facile, the ob- 
vious, and the purely local. Not long ago I heard 
a visitor from Ohio make himself very unpopular 
on a bus in Georgia by saying, “The South is the 
only place I have ever seen where ignorance is 
at a premium, and learning is penalized.” 

Personally, I refuse to believe that things are 
so bad as all that. Our funds, it is true, are 
limited; bodies, as well as minds, have to have 
care and the needs are so many! But can we 
afford to have a civilization based on bread and 
meat alone? 

My correspondent puts it most eloquently: “I 
think we have started at the wrong end—if we 
take care of the mind and spirit in the proper 


hich touches all Georgians and appealed to 
ar cause: to wit, 
way the body will also be taken care of. 

“The Georgia Review could be a voice speak- 
ing for dignity, culture and respect for the finer 
things of life if we all work for it. It is my belief 
that there is more natural talent and greater 
possibilities for real culture in our part of the 
South than anywhere else in this country. But 
the trouble is our people, losing faith in them- 
selves, are following the masses. of money grab- 
bing industrialists, caught in the maze of 
mechanism, and have lost sight of the inner 
Vision. And those who should have vision 
haven’t enough vitality to fight! Everyone says 
‘It is hopeless, we are lost, gone, there is no use 
to try to fight against it!’ I believe that there is 
no use to try to fight against it, but I also believe 
that there is a great deal of use to fight for Truth 
and Beauty, which is the only realty. 

“After all, man makes civilization, not civiliza- 
tion man unless he is a weakling, completely con- 
trolled by outer events.” 

That is what the letter this morning had to say. 


The magazine .s no concern of hers, nor is 
it of mine individually; but it is all Georgians’ 
concern in the end. There is, t believe, 
enough money for the production of the Sum- 
mer issue; after thai, unless some of the 
other 2,999,000 show their interest by sub- 
scriptions and appeals, another licht will 
have gone out in the South and the darkness 
will be even greater than now. There will 
be more comic books for children, more 
copies of True Story and .1{cCall’s magazines 
sent us from the North, and handsome coffee 
tables will be adorned wiih House Beautiful. 
The juke boxes will continue to play Perry 
Como records at hamburger joints and the 
factories will put out fatter motor cars.

Liberia Issues Dazzling Stamps 


One of the most unique, color- 
ful and perhaps controversial 
sets of stamps evér to be issued 
has been released this week by 
Lyberia. 

These stamps, consisting of 
four postage and two airmail, 
were especially designed by Ar- 
thur Szyk, American artist. Six 
separate impressions were ne- 
cessary in the printing—each 
demanding exact registration to 
follow Szyk’s paintings. 

Many philatelists will claim 
that these stamps look more like 
poster sticker stamps than post- 
age stamps. Yet no one will deny 
the set is dazzling with color 
and impressive in design. 

The one cent pictures two na- 
tives carrying tall woven baskets 
on their backs. The coat of arms 
of Liberia and the motto “The 
Love of Liberty Brought Us 
Here” appears at the bottom. 
The 2 cent emphasizes rubber 
tapping and planting. The 3-cent 
shows the landing of the first 
colonists in 1882. In the back- 
ground is the “Nautilus” which 
carried the settlers. The 5 cent 
honors Jehudi Ashmun, one of 
the greatest figures in the early 
history of Liberia. 

The 25 cent airmail illustrates 
a native woman displaying pot- 
tery while another woman shows 
a blanket. They flank a small 
map of Liberia. The 50 cent air- 
mail depicts natives with pro- 
ducts of the soil. Thev flank a 
large reproduction of the Libe- 
rian coat of arms.

HEN Ist Lieut. Alfred J. de Lorimer, 
with his silver bars gleaming and his 
American face glowing, first came to 
call, the little French girl could hardly be- 
lieve her eyes. 

She was nine years old then, and living in 
the wartime Paris of 1918. On her side, she 
knew, was the great Marshal Foch, and Clem- 
enceau the Tiger, and Black Jack Pershing. 
But to her, in the Paris home of her parents, 
they were vague, remote figures. Lieutenant 
de Lorimer, Montana-born, was close and 
vivid, 

She accepted him, from that first day on, 
as the embodiment of the American spirit. 
Besides, she noted, he was strong and hand- 
some. 

Now, in 1949, those days of frank child- 
hood hero worship are summoned again: in 
recollection, for the sequel of the friendship 
between the Montana lieutenant and the small, 
blond French girl has just been 
enacted. 

Lieutenant de Lorimer came 
to know her at first because his 
family, of French descent, had 
known hers. That was why he, 
as an American officer stationed 
in Paris, made the first defer- 
ential call. 

She was 11 years old when 
World War I ended and he was 
23. When they said good-by 
then, and he came back to the 
United States, both thought they 
would never see each other 
again. 

He stayed in the army. He 
made it his career. She grew uf 
to become a noted beauty, a 
sportswoman, a member of an 
international social set, and an 
aviatrix. She married Count 
Lucian Jaunez des Mares, and 
their chateau near Avranches 
became a place of gaiety and 
charm. 

The American officer 10se 
slowly in rank in the typical 
peacetime way. He, too, was 
married, and had a son, and it 
seemed more certain than ever 
that his path and that of the 
little French girl would never 
cross again. His army posts and 
her chateau were too far apart 
in miles and custom, 

When World Il broke over 
Europe and the Germans over- 
ran France, the Countess was 
trapped in her chateau.

Her husband, returning to New York City to 
see his two children by the first marriage, was 
arrested and thrown into Ludlow Street Jail as 
a member of the “Alimony Club.” 


M**. CATHERINE BENJAMIN obtained his 

imprisonment with the claim that, when she 
divo1 ced 1 him, he had promised to pay $75 a week 
for alimony and support, but had fallen in 
arrears to the extent of $3,000. 

Gladys, her expression 
quizzical but her voice softly 
determined, met reporters at 
the theatre. 

“Will I stand by him? 
Why, of course. Would any 
woman do anything else? 
After all, I am Mrs. Park 
Benjamin, and .proud of it.” 

Her first move was to hail 
a cab, make several stops en 
roufe to the jail, and stagger 
up the steps with a basket 
containing enough food and 
delicacies to feed her husband and a dozen of 
his cellmates. Under the other arm was a Silken 
comforter for the prisoner from Park Avenue, 

Benjamin won his liberty after a few days 
with the promise to make payment in full as 
soon as he could raise the money arid Gladys, 
figuring the obligation came under the head of 
joint responsibility, increased the family income, 

In addition to theatrical engagements, she 
startled New York society by accepting a post 
as hostess at a gaudy supper 


club; this during the _ Prohi- 
tion era. 
“Why, my dear, it’s noth- 


ing but a speakeasy!” her 
friends protested. 

‘Is it?’ the singer elevated 
her eyebrows, “It doesn’t mat- 
ter, really. I'm being paid, not 
to drink, but to make things 
pleasant for those of my soci- 
ety friends who do. And some- 
thing good may come of it.” 

Something good did come 


of it, financially. The versa- 
tile Gladys Benjamin turned 
her hand to writing and sold 
a series of articles dealing 
with life behind the scenes in 
fashionable speakeasies. 

Park Benjamin and his 
energetic wife had a comfortable nest egg when 
they went west and settled in Hollywood for 
joint careers in the movies. She played in sev- 
eral pictures, he had bits in a few, but it was 
soon evident that the talkies would never make 
their fortunes. 


GAIN, the practical Gladys took charge, 
Park Benjamin had turned 50; she was 16 
years younger but, even so, her best years as a 
Singer were behind her. She wanted security 
for herself and for the one man in her life. 
After hours of figuring, she came up with the 
decision: 
‘We'll buy a chicken ranch, darling! 
Her husband started from his chair. 
“Are you feeling well, dear?” he inquired.

“Lots of people are getting rich with chickens 
and eggs,” continued the girl from Wichita.

There is no record that the chicken ranch 
was a great success’ financially, but it provided 
a living an | licate security; and it gave 
the singing chicken rancher great happiness. 


“I'm going out to check the brooder,” she'd 
chuckle in the middle of a chilly night. “And I 
expect the proper respect from the new additions 
to our family as befits the Park Avenue Park 
Benjamins.” 

In 1940, Park Benjamin mentioned the trip 
he had in mind. His son and daughter had 
grown up and-——well, it would be nice to visit 
with them in the East. 

Gladys said it certainly would, and helped 
him pack; promised to take care of things until 
his return in a few weeks. 

In New York. he met his son and daughter 
and their mother; the woman who had had him 
thrown into jail for nonpayment of alimony. 
Park Benjamin never went back to the chicken 
ranch—-or to Gladys. 

Instead, Gladys made a fearful trip across 
the country and then a tearful trip west again, 


to Reno, Nev. 
There, on Juty 22, 1940, she divorced the 
man who had been her husband for 17 years. 
“But I don’t want my maiden name back,”’ 
she sobbed. “I am Mrs. Park Benjamin exd 
that will be my name until I die.” 


ENJAMIN'S first wife, who had married 

wealthy Herbert IL. Foster and had become his 
widow, remarried Park Benjamin and they 
went to live in the idyllic Bahamas, newly 
adopted by the world of society. Commenting 
on the exit of Gladys Lamphere through the 
divorce court, he said: 

“She was a good sport about it.”’ 

Gladys tried to be a good sport about the 
wreckage of her one great love as she attempted 
to resume her singing and acting career in 
Hollywood. 

Now and then she got a day’s work and made 
enough money to buy enough liquor to let her 
forget for a night or two. Sometimes she tried” 


to forget in cheap hotels and rooming houses 
and, sometimes, neighbors called the police and 
she was booked on charges of intoxication. For 
a while she would vive the name of Mrs. Park 
Benjamin of Park Avenue, New York, 

But the desk sergeants, looking at the 
bedraggled figure, would laugh at that. 

So she became Gladys Gale again and, 
occasionally, Gladys Lamphere. 

At the county hospital, where she had an 
operation for cancer, nobody knew her past and 
she volunteered nothing. 

Twice she entered private sanitariums to try 
to conquer alcoholism, but the fight was in vain 
—for her, 


HE coroner said acute alcoholism induced her 

death in a littered Hollywood hotel room 
Oct. 3, 1948. At first, the police thought her 
name might be Gladys Lee. From the scrawled 
signature on the register, the desk clerk thought 
she was “Mrs. J. Statler.” 

Then the diary and its notations of despair 
set reporters to work. The coroner changed her 
name from “Jane Doe, No. 37,” to Gladys Gale 
Lamphere, which might have displeased her. 

She had wanted to die as Mrs, Park Ben- 


jamin, wearing the name of the one man she 
loved.

Mark Twain Franticaily Searched 
for a Cure for His Epileptic Daugh- 
ter—the Last Words He Wrote for 
Publication Told of Her Suffering.

AMUEL L. CLEMENS, the _ silver-maned, 
irrepressible jester who under the natne of 
Mark Twain was America’s greatest humor- 

ist, hid his grief well. He shared his gaiety 
with everyone. He shared with almost no one 
the fact that through all his later years he was 
searching for a cure fer the epilepsy of his 
youngest daughter, J an. 

If the search had been made this year, with 
new epilepsy remedies available, the end might 
have been different. But it was made at the turn 
of the century. 3 

In 1899, Clemens. took his family to a village 
in Sweden for the treatment of his daughter. 
Ten years later, she and he were living alone in 
Redding, Conn., Jean acting as secretary and 
housekeeper. She still had nothing to control 
her malady. 

She had been in “exile,”’ Clemens said later, 
for two years, with the hope of healing her 
disease, and at Christmas time of that year she 
made preparations for their Christmas together. 

The morning before Christmas, she arose an: 
followed a daily routine. She jumped into a cox 
tub. and died, in a convulsion, On Christmas, 
blizzard raged. Her father spent the day in writ- 
ing the eulogy of a devoted daughter. It closed: 

“There are no words to express how grateful 
1 am that she did not meet her fate in the hands 
of strangers, but in the loving shelter of her own

home and now? Now, Jean is in her grave. 
God rest her sweet spirit.” 
These were the last words for publication 


that Mark Twain wrote. Four months later, he, 
too, Was dead (of angina), the end, doubtless, 
hastened by Jean's tragic death. 

The frantic and fruitless search for help by 
the Clemens family is the story of many families, 
but at last there is better knowledge of epilepsy, 
and new treatments for it. Use of a brain wave 
machine (electro-encephalograph) combined with 
seasoned experience of the doctor means that 
most patients can obtain needed examinations 
and effective advice without having to be hos- 
pitalized. 

Because epilepsy is a condition which patients 
or relatives usually try to conceal, the public 
does not realize the large number involved. Per- 
haps 900,000 persons in the United States had 
one or more convulsions in childhood, usually 
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——— i te. Ries, 


when having a fever, and perhaps 300,000 per- 
sons under the age of 20 are epileptic. 

Given proper present-day treatment, doctors 
believe that three-fourths of patients having 
“true” epilepsy can be relieved of at least three- 
fourths of their seizures. But how is modern 
treatment to reach the patient in the communitv 
who is subject to seizures?

»mple, some adult epileptics are subject to sei- 
zures after drinking an alcoholic beverage. The 
alcohol appears to interfere with their controlling 
mechanisms, and convulsions ensue. 

Therefore the physician advises them against 
using alcohol at any time. 

Medical and surgical therapy is but half the 
story. The social therapist with her student 
assistant investigates home and school condi- 
tions and helps patients and relatives solve the 
social and emotional problems that arise. 

Seizure units like that at the Children’s Medi- 
cal Center in Boston will be established in many 
cities--when the public awakes to the savings In 
health and happiness that would result. The 
American Epilepsy League of, 130 North Wells 
St., Chicago, represents an organized effort by 
lay persons to arouse the public to aid the 
epileptic.

Six feet tall and a solid 185 pounds, he re-_ 


ported for the freshman football team, but after 
a few days decided the possibility of injury was 
still too great. So he left the squad to wait for 
his sophomore year and eligibility for the var- 
sity team. 

His ankle injury worried him a lot. He was 
often seen studying in his room with the throb- 
bing ankle wrapped in a towel and sunk in a 
bucket of hot water.

Kipke countered with another offer. 

“Okay, Red,” said the coach, “if you want 
to play, I'll make you a deal. You'll be mv 
Saturday afternoon play®. No practice during 
the week. Just keep in shape and watch the 
other boys drill.”

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For the next two seasons he never prac- 
ticed. The pain had diminished somewhat but 
the days following each game were filled with 
hours of agony and often fever. 

When the 1932 season rolled around William- 
son Was the unanimous choice of his teammates 
to lead the Big Ten champions as captain. 

He played every game and was the leading 
factor in the team’s sutcess. At the end of the 
schedule he was named all-conference end and 
many newspapers and sports announcers named 
him to their All-America teams.

HE tiny hotel room in Akron, Ohio, cost 
only $2.75 a day. It had few comforts. 
Cardboard boxes and old newspapers ~hun- 
dreds of pounds of them. -littered every corner 
of the premises. Dozens of sealed envelopes 
containing rusty nails, paper clips, toothpicks 
and old bottle caps were strewn everywhere. 

But that was not all the room held. For 
hidden among the debris was a fortune in jew- 
els and securities. A pile of old papers on the 
floor of the closet gave up $300,000 in govern- 
ment bonds. A sugar sack stuffed into the 
corner of a bureau drawer yielded a $200,000 
collection of diamonds, rubies, pearls and jade. 
Stocks worth $153,000 were discovered in an 
old trunk, 

When they uncovered this enormous cache 
recently, adminfStrators for the estate of the 
late Frances Louise Butler could only shake 
their heads in wonderment. For 30 vears the 
aging and eccentric recluse, once the friend of 
Mary Garden, Ina Claire and other stage stars, 
had lived alone in that $2.75-a-day room. She 
1ad pinched every nickel, driven flint-hard busi- 
ness bargains, hoarded her dollars as if they 
wanted to fly away. 

Yet in this one tiny room alone there was 
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$653,000. 
brokerage office. True to her odd habits. how- 
ever, Miss Butler had not even bothered to leave 
a will. Shorthy before she died following a heart 
ailment, she told a hotel employe that after her 
death she-wanted her wealth flown out to sea 
and scattered to the seagulls and whales. 

A strange statement perhaps, but Miss But- 
ler was a strange woman. She had few friends, 
no close relatives. (Immediately following her 
death, a number of persons announced they 
were related to her and claimed a share of the 
estate.) Little was known about her early back- 
ground or about how she had accumulated her 
vast fortune. Daughter of an Olean, N. Y.. mer- 
chant, it was believed she had inherited some 
money from her parents and had greatly mul- 
tiplied it through shrewd business deals. 

Legend had it that she had once been an 
opera star and had sung at the bier of Presi-

One of the 
theatrical agents who saw me that mornino 
gave me my first booking, and two weeks later 
I opened in Yonkers. I never saw Louise Butle: 
again.” 

- Except for this single episode, little is known 
about Miss Butler’s life during those tinseleq 
years when she mingled with the stars of stage 
and opera. What caused her to forsake those 
surroundings for seclusion in Akron is not defi- 
nitely known... According to one report, she 
made the change because her brother had gone 
there to work. Whatever the reason for 
decision, she soon became a well-known 
sonality in the Midwestern city.

With her hair dyed a bright 
red, she.appeared everywhere in 
clothes fashionable in the mode 
of the 1890s. Despite her eccen- 
tric attire, however, her business 
methods were thoroughly prac- 
tical, even miserly. Businessmen 
and bankers alike had a healthy 
respect for her. 

As a landlord, she was feared 
and disliked by her tenants. She 
collected rents promptly and per- 
sonally, but she was loath to 
spend money. for needed repairs. 
She would foreclose a mortgage 
on a technicality. 

All the houses she owned 
were painted the same color; a 
fact which enabled her to buy 
sufficient quantities of paint to 
get a cut-rate price, When OPA 
rent controls were instituted, she 
sold most of her propertie& rath- 
er than conform to rental ceilings. 

Often, when in need of food, she would buy 
some crackers and a bag of tea in a grocery 
Store, then walk into a restaurant, order a 
pitcher of hot water and proceed with her repast. 

For years she never tipped at all, but shortly 
before her death began leaving a quarter. 

One restaurant where she had been in the 
habit of eating for many years lost her-business 
after she became embroiled in an argument 
over the payment of a nickel. 

To save payment of Ohio personal property 
taxes, she brought suit to prove she was a resi- 
dent of New York. 

But despite her frugal ways, she was said 
to have told a friend that she considered it a 
sin to be rich. This remark, perhaps better than 
any other, may have explained why she chose 
to live like a virtual pauper even though she 
Was wealthy.

HE sound of the terrific crash and then the 
T screams of the injured startled the sleeping 

villagers of Bezards from their beds. They 
converged on the intersection where the heavy 
truck had collided with the speeding sedan and, 
when they learned the identity of the victims, 
the older residents whispered: 

“This, the Blue Route, is truly the road of 
death for the Michelins!”’ 

Three members of the Michelin family, tire- 
making dynasty of France, lost their lives in 
that recent early morning collision. 

True to the pattern of death that has haunted 
the Michelins, the fatal crash took place in the 
same 15-mile stretch of France's National No. 7 
highway, the Blue Route, where two other col- 
lisions had caused the death of another Michelin, 
and the serious injury of a kinsman, while four 
“outsiders’’ were also killed. 

M. Jean-Luc Michelin, his two daughters and 
a servant died in the latest accident. His pretty 
wife, Mme. Maryse Michelin, was seriously in- 
jured. She regained consciousness in the Mon- 
targis hospital and asked for her husband and 
her children. They told her of their deaths 
and the widow cried: 

“From now on, I am an old woman!” 

Jean-Luc’s uncle, Pierre Michelin, was the 
first to be involved in the chain of accidents on 
the road between La Bussiere and Mormant. 

In 1936 he was driving his car along the 
fateful road when it collided with an automo- 
bile belonging to M. La Gorgette, chief of the 
cabinet of Paul. Faure. The accident left five 
dead,’ including Pierre Michelin. 

Robert Puiseux, another uncle of the late 
Jean-Luc Michelin, narrowly 
escaped death on the same 
stretch of road in 1947 when 
his car ran to a truck, parked 
without lights on the side of 
the road. Puiseux was seri- 
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ously injured but survived. He becam 
director of the Michelin tire works. 
Jean-Luc Michelin, victim of the 
tragedy, was being groomed to head the firn 
and, at the age of 29, had already invented a 
new process of making plastics for use in vari- 
ous divisions of the ; t.

He taught, by example, the members of his 
family to live plainly; to live primarily for the 
day when the men members would help direct 
the far-flung activities of the Michelin company 
It was his thought that no “outsider” should 
ever be the supreme authority of the huge firm. 

But he reckoned without the speeding ten- 
dencies of his descendants and his relatives— 
and the fatal 15-mile stretch of highway on the 
Blue Route. ‘ | 

Members of the Michelin family always haq 
been addicted to high speeds in their automo. 
biles and founder Edouard was no exception. 
He was heartbroken when his first racing car 
“L’Eclair,”’ finished ninth in the 1895 race from 
Paris to Bordeaux and return. 

Four years later his ambition to equip the 
fastest automobile in France was attained when 
his “Jamais Contente” (Never Content) became 
the first rubber-tired vehicle to reach 100 kilo- 
meters (62 miles) per hour. Thus, Jean-Luc 
Michelin came naturally by his tendency to 
drive fast. : 

After Jean-Luc’s tragic accident, only Fran- 
cois, the grandson, was left to carry on the 
Michelin name in industry. And the women of 
the family prayed that he would conquer the 
temptation to spin his Michelin-made tires too 
rapidly over the highway that had become the 
family’s Road of Death.

HE dry rustle of Liberty Bonds reassured 
T Martin Banis, that evening in 1922. as he 

slipped into his coat, and patted the breast 
pocket. 

He was proud of those bonds, which he pur- 
chased during World War I. He liked to talk 
about them——and show them to the customers in 
his little barber shop near San Francisco's water 


front, tangible evidence of the rewards America 
held for a man who was willing to work hard 

He glanced fondly about his shop that evs 
ning. before he turned. the hev in the lock, and 
disappe irred down the dark street 


Karly customers thought it strange that the 
shop wasn’t open the next morning. But when 
days passed; and Martin Banis failed to appear, 
the whisper ran around the waterfront: 

“Someone must have killed him for his bonds, 
and thrown his body in the bay.” 

The explanation seemed plausible enough, and 
Martin panis was forgotten for almost 20 years. 
Then, just before the start of World War II, a 
San Francisco bank discovered a forgotten ac- 
count, for $5,000, in his name. :

ANK records showed only that he had been 

born in Russia, and that he had listed his 
mother’s name as “Lizzie.’”” The only address 
was that of his long-closed barber shop. ‘But an 
old San Francisco directory showed that he had 
once lived, with his wife, Elizabeth, in a water- 
front workingham’s hotel. 

From there, the trail led back to Beston, 
where Martin Banis and his wife, Elizabeth, had 
filed notice of intention to marry. The signatures 
on the notice, and the bank account, were the 
same. Further search led to Martin Banis’ son, 
Alfred, serving with the United States Army in 
France, 

The money—$5,000—was turned over to the 
son; a long-delayed inheritance from a father he 
had all but forgotten. 

* * * 

The story of Alfred Banis and his inheritance 
is fresh evidence of the golden fortune in un- 
claimed, forgotten wealth lying abandoned in the 
United States through the ignorance, careless- 
ness or forgetfulness of those en- 
titled to share it—a fortune whose 
astonishing magnitude has _ been 
indicated in recent issues of The 
American Weekly. 

Commenting on those previous 
articles, representatives of the 
American Bankers Association de- 
clared that ‘‘the material is factual 
and well presented.” They - cau- 
tioned, however, that readers should 
be ‘warned to investigate the cre- 
dentials of any person who approaches them 
claiming to have information about estates or 
money to which the person approached might 
have an interest. 

“We offer this suggestion,” the Bankers Asso- 
ciation representative said, ‘for the reason that 
fraudulent promoters often-use estates and un- 
claimed bank accounts as a lure, and many 
people are victimized of hundreds of dollars for 
‘expense money’ to pursue a fruitless claim. 

“Most victims of this sort of fraud never 
report the fact because they are ashamed of it.”

ECORDS from every section of the country, 
however, indicate that millions of Americans 
are the rightful owners to a share, at least, of 
sums lying unclaimed or forgotten in banks, es- 
tates, brokers’ offices, in liquidated corporations, 
even in the United States Treasury itself, 

Such was the case with the heirs of Marshall 
French, a street-sweeper who worked on the 
night shift for the San Francisco Board of Public 
Works. French lived alone in a furnished room, 
had few friends and—as far as anyone knew 
no relatives. When he died, his $517 estate was 
turned over to the State of California. 

Ten vears later, however, a $12,000 unclaimed 
account Was discovered in a San Francisco bank 
in his name—and a search for any relatives’ he 
might have was begun in earnest. 


The bank records listed Cincinnati, Ohio, as 
his birthplace. Another vague clue led to Ken- 
tucky. On the basis of those two leads, letters 
were sent to 35.000 families bearing the name of 
“French” in Ohio and Kentucky—without uncov- 
ering anvone who could claim knowledge of the

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painstakingly, Hanlon pieced together’ the 
story of Marshall French-—-of a man

Hiis real name, Hanlon learned, was Marshall 
Frintz. For vears he had been superintendent of 
the old Tivoli Opera House. He had worked at 
a restaurant in return forhis meals, never spend- 
ing any money if he could avoid it. He worked 
at his street-sweeper job only late at night, when 
the chances of his being seen by anyone who 
knew him were slight. 

Friends were amazed at the size of the for- 
tune he had accumulated. 

With the full story in his hands, Hanlon did 
not find it too difficult to find heirs—-two sisters 
of Frintz who lived in Illinois. They established 
their identity by means of letters the brother 
had written them 40 years earlier—before he 
stopped writing them and vanished from their 
knowledge. They were given the $12,000, 

Sometimes hard, unceasing labor reveals 
claimants to forgotten money. And sometimes 
the trail is picked up by sheer luck. 

For weeks, Hanlon worked on a dormant 
$5,000 account belonging to a man named James 
M. Remarc. A state-wide search of birth, mar- 
riage and death records, as well as motor vehicle 
license records, failed to reveal anyone by that 
name. * | 

The papers were on Hanlon’s desk in the 
library of his home when, one evening, he 
brushed against them, knocking them to the

floor. With an impatient exclamation, he stooped 
to gather them up. As he did so, he caught sight 
of the name “Remarc” reflected in a mirror door 
on the wall. 

Reversed by the mirror, the name leaped out 
at him: “Cramer.” 

Why Cramer had chosen to reverse his name, 


and deposit the money under the name of Re- _ 


mare, Hanlon never knew. But investigation 
proved that was what he had done. He had died, 
and his widow had remarried. Through Han- 
lon’s work, the money was turned over to her. 

Johan Vollmer was obsessed by the fear that 
his money might be stolen--even though it was 
deposited in a bank. When he died intestate, his 
known estate amounted to $3,000, divided be- 
tween a brother and sister in Germany. 

Ten years later, a dormant account of $11,009 
was disclosed in a San Francisco bank under the 
name of Joha. Wollni, “address unknown.” A 
researcher discovered: that Vollmer and Wollni 
were the same. In searching records for a trace 
of Wollni, he came across a letter Johan Vollmer 
had written to a friend. 

“T have my savings account book under my 
right name, Johan Wollni,”’ he wrote. “I have 
left the book in the savings bank. No one here 
knows my name, and it cannot be stolen. I beg 
you to tell the people at Kiel (apparently rela- 
tives) nothing about it.” | 
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$11,009 went to his brother and sister. 
Folks in the region near Waynesburg, in 
Pennsylvania, always thought that 
Spinster Ellie Sowers was well off—and they 
weren't surprised at what they found in her 100- 
-old farm home after she died, 

upon Ellie’s defense— 
ding near the front door. Hidden away 
' government bonds totalling 
$25,000, and $150 in cash. But what did 
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surprise them was the discovery of another cache 
of $25,000 in bonds in a Cameron, W. Va., Bank. 

Ellie's father had left the bonds for her~—-and 
Ellie, living on in the house for 55 years after 
his death, never disturbed them, None of Ellie's 
heirs could be found, and no will could be located, 
although Ellie was said to have told a friend: 

“IT want God to use my money.” 

Her money went to the State Treasury. 

In 1932, burglars entered San Bellont’s little 
Pittsburgh grocery, and took all his money and 
papers, including a bankbook showing deposits 
of $1,599. Discouraged, Bellont sold his store, 
and returned to Italy. Perhaps he thought he 
couldn't claim his bank account without the book 
—perhaps he forgot it. At any rate, he didn't 
withdraw the money. 


EVEN years later, Sam Bellont came back to 

America, and opened a small macaroni fac- 
tory in Cleveland. In 1937, a friend, Attorney 
Sam Albo, saw Bellont’s name in a _ published 
list of dormant accounts—and_ notified Tim. 

“Boy,” cried Bellont, “can I use that money 
now !”’ 

Memory or circumstances play peculiar tricks 
sometimes. There was the case of a well-to-do 
Pittsburgh resident who went to Europe years 
ago, leaving behind an uncollected mortgage on 
which there was $10,000 due him. He left word 
for his bank to collect, which it did—and then 
found it didn't know where he was. 

The Pittsburgher, for whatever reason, did 
not communicate with the bank, 
When, years. later, the bank’s efforts 
to locate him were successful, the 
money had more than doubled. 

Under Pennsylvania laws, aban- 
doned money ultimately “escheats” 
the state—-in other words, is 
turned over to the state tr@asury. 
However, if later a person appears 
with a legitimate claim to the funds, 
the money can be won back from 
the state. 

One escheat notice caused a flurry in Pitts- 
burgh recently, The list showed that a Pitts- 
burgh bank owed $40 to James J, Westwood, 
“address unknown.” Hundreds of Pittsburghers 
knew where Jimmy Westwood was. It was no 
secret. 

He was in Western Penitentiary—serving a 
life term for the murder of his wife. 

It took 31 years for a Los Angeles bank to 
find one of its depositors. A woman had opened 
an account in one of its branches for $600—and 
vanished. The original deposit ticket showed 
that the account had been opened with a check 
drawn on one of the other branches of the 
bank, 


ER husband had carried an account there, and 

his signature card gave a business address. 
The husband had died in 1916—-the year she 
opened her account. But from the firm with 
which he had worked, it was learned that he had 
come originally from Massachusetts. 

From that clue, the trail led to Florida, to 
Rhode Island, Los Angeles—-and finally to Ohio. 
His widow was eventually lotated, and the 31- 
year-old account—-which she had forgotten—-was 
turned over to her. Her original $600, mean- 
while, had virtually doubled, 

It seers incredible to bankers that so many 
people can forget about their money. But they 
know it happens every day-—and a very im- 
portant and difficult part of their work is trying 
to trace those people down, 

One Los Angeles bank recalls the $4,000 ac- 
count which one of their depositors opened in 
1914. He died in 1916, and forgot to mention the 
account in his will. In 1946, the account-—it had 
more than doubled—-was advertised as dormant; 
and a grandnephew of the depositor, heir under 
his will, received a substantial—and unexpected 
—inheritance,

ROM the start the job had the hallmark of 
, Willie Sutton. Wearing uniforms. stamped 

with the name of an elevator company, the 
two men walked into a theatre in Miami Beach 
on a recent Saturday afternoon and announced 
they had been sent to repair an escalator lead- 
ing to a bank on the second floor. 

They spent the rest of the day in the small 
machinery room and returned at 8:15 A.M. on 
Monday. When two. bank tellers arrived at 8:20 
to open the night depository in the basement, 
the “repairmen” were waiting for them with 
drawn guns. Their time with the machinery 
had been devoted to breaking through a fire- 
wall that separated the two rooms. 

In ten minutes the tellers had been forced 
to open the safes, had been bound and gagged 
and the uniformed robbers had walked caimly 
away with $80,000. 

The planning, the precision and the uni- 
forms convinced police in no time at all that 
Willie Sutton, doing business as usual since his 
latest prison break, had heeded the call of the 
Southland. 

The man for whom they started looking was 
as elusive as he was smart, aS hard to keep as 
he was to catch. Eventually labeled Slick Willie 
and Willie The Actor, Sutton was born at the 
turn of the century in Brooklyn. He siole 
packages when he was a kid, was sent to a 
reform school, and finally served four years in 
Sing Sing for robbery. : 

His debut as Willie: The Actor occurred, 
appropriately, on Broadway, in a jewelry estab- 
lishment. Disguised as a telegraph messenger, 
he was let into the place just before opening 
time one morning in 1930. He drew a gun, tied 
up the watchman and let in two accomplices, 
who bound the other employes as they arrived. 

The senior clerk didn’t know the safe com- 
bination, but with a gun in his ribs he tele- 
phoned the boss, obtained it on a pretext, and 
Willie’s gang, in five minutes, had picked up 
$120,000. 

He was arrested six weeks later in a restau- 
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rant on a tip supplied by a jealous woman and 
was sent back to Sing Sing, this time, sup- 
posedly, for 30 years. He stayed for two, during 
which he and his cellmate used saws made from 
tableware to unbar a window in the “escape- 
proof” new cell block. They made their way to 


the furnace room, tied up a trusty, spliced two. 


ladders together with wire, climbed an outer 
wall and let themselves down by rope at 2 A. M, 
The guards did not know what had happened 
until the trusty managed to kick over a phone 
and call for help. . 

For a while after that escape Willie over- 
worked the messenger-boy formula. He started 
with Mrs. S. Stanwood Menken, a New York 
social leader, bringing her a box of flowers and 
leaving with $150,000 of her jewels after he 
and two accomplices had tied up the servants 
as well as a caller who arrived inopportunely. 

In quick succession he used the same trick 
in four other robberies, getting jewels worth 
75,000 from Marjorie Ardell, $50,000 from 
Gertrude Williams, $100,000 from Mrs. C. F. 
Zittel and $100,000 from Mrs. Edith Donnellan., 
The vaults of the fences became glutted with 
gems and Willie was forced to resort to other 
means for ready money. 

One morning a man in police uniform entered 
a branch bank in New York City immediately 
behind an early-arriving employe. The unsus-

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pecting watchman at the door found a gun 
pressed against him. Four other men sauntered 
in and herded the staff into a room until the 
chief teller showed up and was made to open 
the safes, ' 

The loot was only $23,000, but it was cash. 

New York became too hot and Willie moved 
to Philadelphia with a moll he had appropriated 
from one of his gang. Jealousy was. his downfall 
again. He had only had time for one quick bank 
robbery; when the New York police were given 
his Philadelphia address. Surrounded, Willie 
surrendered without a fight, although six pistols 
were hung from:strings around the wails of his 
apartment. =. 

Sent to Eastern Penitentiary for 25 to 50 
years, Willie tried to escape five times. The first 
attempt was worthy of an artist. After training 
himself to sleep on his back with only his head 
and one hand exposed, he made a mask of. his 
face and a model of his hand, as well as a rope 
woven of thousands of pieces of string, Just 
before he planned to leave a dummy in his bed 
while he fled via the rope, his cell was raided 
and his accessories seized. 

Next» Willie and two cellmates dug outa 
corner of the cell and covered the hole, with a 
removable wooden frame plastered and painted 
to match, Using only crude tools, they spent 
months digging a tunnel 96 feet long under the 
outer wall, 

Passersby saw them popping out of the hole 
and they were recaptured in short order. 

In 1946 Willie was transferred to’ Holmes- 
burg State Prison at Philadelphia, which hadn't 
expertenced a @uccessful escape since it was 
built in 1894, 

The mext year he and four others stabbed a 
guard, used him as a shield while they crossed 
the foodlighted yard and scaled a 35-foot 
wall with the aid of ladders. 

Only a month later a jeweler, entering his 
Manhattan office with a $60,000 bag of jewels 
he had just taken from a bank safe-deposit box, 
was met at the door by a man in a fireman's 
uniform——Willie, again, and the rest was strict- 
ly routine. a 

When the phony repairmen performed their 
feat so neatly in Miami Beach, messages arrived 
from police in half a dozen other cities. Each 
had the same suggestion: 

“Look for Willie.”

“Verily, verily I say unto you, Except a 
corn (kernel) of wheat fall into the ground and 
die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit.” 

He decided to plant a kernel of wheat;. then 
changed the plan to provide the first planting 


be a cubic inch: and he asked Edgar C. Clark, 
manager of the 9,600-acre Henry Ford farm, 


whether he could have the use of some land. 

Mr. Clark smiled. The request was modest. 
“I guess we can spare a spot big enough for a 
cubie inch of seed,’ he said. Neither he nor the 
town skeptics foresaw the experiment’s end. 

The first year’s crop gave a hint. Hayden 
and his aides harvested 18,000 kernels, or 50 
cubie inches, which was almost three times as 
mucn as the state average. 

‘The first tithe,” Hayden said recently, “was 
given to the minister of the Friends Church. 
He consumed it as a breakfast cereal.” ! 

The other nine-tenths of the crop became the 
second planting. From the second harvest, 70 
pounds of wheat were threshed, and a tenth of 
It ground into flour for served at a

For the third planting, they had 63 pounds, 
a little more than'a bushel. It was planted with 
high hope and it was destined to become a test 
of the Quakers’ faith.

The harvesting day dawned menacingly. 
Rain threatened throughout the morning. But 
nearly 300 persons assembled for the ceremonies. 

songs were sung, prayers were said, and 
Ford, pulling a New Testament from his pocket, 
read John 12:24, the text which had prompted 
Hayden to start the project. Then spry, 93- 
year-old Harmon Russ hopped onto the old 
horse-drawn reaper and the work began. 

It didn’t begin in time. Some of the crop was 
bound and shocked, but a heavy afternoon rain 
caught most of it still lying on the ground—and 
this was Saturday. More rain on Sunday drenched 
it again and before it was finally stacked, a cloud 
of birds swarmed over it as if dispatched’ by an 
enemy. 

In the end, that third crop preduced 957 
pounds of seed wheat, and from this a tenth was 
sold, with the proceeds, $2.67, going to the 
Cleveland Bible College. 

For the fourth planting, this left 862 pounds, 
a little more fhan 14 bushels. It wasn't as much 
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to the Friends Church, and 333 bushels left for 
the fifth planting. 


For this fifth planting, Ford planted 230 
wer a battery of *his tractors drilling the 
jeld. Again the crop did well, but Ford fell ill, 


and plans to hold a celebration at the field at 
harvest time were cancelled. 

instead of a field celebration, a token harvest- 
ing Was carried out near the Friends Church, 
and later Ford workmen did one of the most 
spectacular harvesting yobs ever seen. 


ORTY Allis-Chalmers all-crop harvesters cut 

and threshed the wheat in one operation. 
Twelve trucks hauled the grain to bins on the 
Ford farm and it took two gasoline trucks, two 
water tanks and 67 men to keep the combines 
going. 

The fifth year harvest was 5,555 bushels. 
The tithe, $861 netted from the sale of a tenth 
of the crop, went to the Friends Church. 

That brought Hayden and his fellow towns- 
men into the sixth and last year of the project, 
and it brought them up against a problem. 

Hayden and his associates had 5,000 bushels 
of wheat, and no land on which to plant it. One 
human plan after another to procure land failed, 
and then, Hayden said recently, “The Lord an- 
swered my prayers.” Farmers from five states 
offered land to complete the project. 

The crop was sold to them, and 276 farmers, 
both Protestant and Catholic, planted the 5.000 
bushels, each pledging a tithe, or a tenth, of his 
harvest to his church. 

The following summer, 1946, the final year’s 
celebration of the experiment was planned, with 
Governor Kelly proclaiming Aug. 1 as Biblical 
Wheat Day. The fair grounds at Adzian, Mich., 
were chosen as the site for the program,

as Perry Hayden had hoped for, but he didn’t 
hesitate a moment to continue the experiment. 
Henry Ford let him have 14 acres, the seed was 
dutifully treated with Parson’s Seed Saver Dust, 
and workmen on Ford-made tractors and John 
Deere drills finished the planting in an 
afternoon. 

The fourth crop prospered. The .seed was 
hardy. The weather was good. In midsummer, 
Ford, driving out to the shimmering field with 
Havden, said, “I’ve never seen better wheat in 
my life.” 


®R the harvesting, 2,500 turned out, and a 

day-long program brought eminent guests 
who included Gov. Harry F. Kelly, Commissioner 
of Agriculture Charles Figy, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Ford and Henry Ford, II. 

Old-time cradlers bent their backs once more 
above a golden vista. Ford himself drove the 
ancient Self-Rake Reaper that he'd piloted as a 
boy. Newsreels whirred. tadio broadcasters 
weaved in and out. Tecumseh women moved out 
upon the field in a great gleaners’ contest. 

For the threshing, there was a pageant, too. 
Again, a throng gathered. Ford lent historic 
equipment from his museum which included a 
J. I. Case threshing machine originally sold to 
the father of Merrill C. Meigs, now vice-president 
of the Hearst Corporation, and a Westinghouse 
Vibrating Type Thresher made in Schenectady, 
NN... ¥., in 1590. 

Meigs flew in from Chicago to operate the old 
Case engine which ran a Case Separator, and 
William Clark, vice-president of the Case Com- 
pany, went to watch the outmoded equipment 
still do a good day’s work. 

Ford mounted an old upright steam engine 
built by the Westinghouse Company in 1882, 
pulled the whistle, turned on the steam and 
seemed as pleased as a boy with a new toy. 

Old-timers, led by David Boyd, 80, and Eugene 
Harris. 76. showed how wheat was threshed in 
Biblical days, using genuine flails from the 
Edison Institute. 

The harvest. after screening, came to 370 
bushels. The tithe was sold and proceeds given 


Adrian businessmen, service clubs, churches 
and civic groups rallied to the idea. Floats were 
built, the town decked with flags and bunting, 
and on the morning of the big day a mile-long 
line of cars and trucks followed the paraders to 
the fair grounds, 

At the same time, from all directions, the 
wheat harvest, in trucks and cars, rolled in 
plump bags which were stacked by the farmers 
in a vast heap in front of the grandstand. 

During the day, 15,000 persons packed the 
grandstand and the track, applauded the enter- 
tainment features, congratulated their favorite 
wheat growers, and stood or sat in reverent 
silence during religious devotions. 

Two old-fashioned stone mills ground 100 
pounds of wheat and a bright yellow helicopter 
took off with it, bound for the Lakeside Biscuit 
Company, in Toledo, Ohio, which was to make 
it up in graham crackers and send them back. 
When the plane returned two hours later, 50 4-H 
girls distributed the crackers to the crowd, 


HE celebration ended the public’s part in the 
six-year project. The wheat growers’ ac- 
counting brought it to its official end. 

The 276 farmers that year harvested 72.150 
bushels, grown on 2,666 acres of land. The tithe 
—a tenth of the total crop-—-was released by the 
churches to the Dynamic Kernels Foundation. 
William Danforth, board chairman of the Ral- 
ston Puriha Company, arranged for processing 
the wheat into a cerea) and the American 
Friends Service Committee distributed it over- 
seas for famine relief. . 

Since that day, Perry Hayden has carried 
the message for tithing up and down the coun- 
try. He has been giving almost all his time to 
it, speaking in churches and civic centers... The

The steed in question was Top Pilot, a 51! 
number that Walter tipped to his Sunday nigi 
radio audience of 40,000,000 the last wee! 
the Hialeah race meeting. 

Bookies from coast to coast took a frignt- 
ful shellacking. 

It has been said by book publishers that 
Winchell has only to mention a book favorabl: 
and its success is assured. Bookmakers will 
now attest that he has but to recommend a 
horse and they are ruined. 

For relaxation Winchell occasionally visits 
the race track and risks a sawbuck or two just 
to make it interesting. In the past he has occa- 
sionally mentioned @ promising Kentucky Derby 
candidate in his widely syndicated column or 
on his radio program. 

But the shrewd commentator wouldn't have 
hecome the wealthiest working newspaperman 
in America if he had wasted any of his time 
trying to beat the races or urging his immense 
following to do likewise. 


The bookies were caught fast asleep, there- 
fore, when on the night of Feb. 27, Winchell, 
near the end of his broadcast, advised his listen- 
ers to get a bet down on Top Pilot, entered for 
the next day's racing program at Hialeah Park. 
Where did he get his information? Don't be 
foolish eneugh to ask Winchell that. A good 
newspaperman never betrays his news sources, 

Next afternoon, from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco, and from Chicago to New Orleans, a 
horde of deuce betters sought out bookmakers 
and placed modest wagers on Top Pilot. Win- 
chell said the horse was going to win and he 
was almost always right, wasn't he” 

Some of the bookies smiled with amused 
tolerance when patrons mentioned that their 
tip had come from the famous columnist and 
commentator. It is tips from just such unortho- 
dox sources as the man with the biggest audi- 
ence in America that make bookies wealthy. 

“Walter had better stick to exposing Stalin’s 
stooges,"’ one bookmaker remarked as he made 
a record of the bet. 

Joe Louis, the retired heavyweight cham- 
pion, who had tuned in on Winchell as usual 
that Sunday night, made a $50 wager on Top 
Pilot. ° 

Housewives who had never bet on a horse 
before but needed a little extra money were so 
confident that if Winchell said a horse would 
win, he was already under the wire, and they

sallied forth in quest of horse parlors. 

Usually when a lot of money shows up at 
bookmaking establishments on a horse that does 
not figure, the bookies get leery and refuse to 
handle it. But this was different—-sucker money. 

There was one other consideration that op- 
erated in favor of the countless tyros who 
became sport of Kings enthusiasts for a day on 
Winchell’s say-so. Hialeah Park, operated on 
a more ethical plane than most other race 
tracks, doesn’t accept “‘comeback money,” as a 
rule. “Comeback money” is cash bet at the 
track by agents of large books throughout the 
country, on horses on which they are carrying 
a greater volume of wagers than,is healthy for 
them to be caught with if the animals in ques- 
tion win. Accepting comeback money is an 
unfair practice, as the odds on the horse involved 
are driven down and, if he wins, the track's 
patrons thus have their profits greatly reduced. 

There couldn't have been any comeback 
money on Top Pilot that “Green’’ Monday at 
Hialeah because, after Winchell’s Special had 
galloped home on top, the tote board flashed 
“$16.60 win, $8.30 place and $6.40 
show.” 

If all the money bet around the country had 
been poured back into Hialeah’s machines, the 
price would have been driven down to about 
$2.10, the legal minimum payoff, and there 
would have been a minus pool in the bargain, 
with the track losing money on the race. 

The wise guys at Hialeah that day passed 
up Winchell’s Best Bet with a sneer. Thus it 
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was that Top Pilot didn’t get much of a play 
at the track. All these factors combined to 
enable the most widely publicized tip, perhaps 
in the history of the American turf, to pay off 
at the fine price of over seven to one. 

Because Winchell is on the air only on Sun- 
day nights, he had to save two other hot flashes 
from the feed box that week for his coterie of 
personal friends. On getaway day at Hialeah, 
1e Slipped his cronies a tip on Jacopades which 
won the last race, paying $12.40. And at Gulf- 
Stream Park next day, his Five Star Special 
horse, Blue Lancer, rewarded its backers at 
the rate of five to one. 

In Winchell’s March 2, 1949, column he said, 
“Hialeah bookies remembered the last time this 
col’m picked a winner on a Sunday night. The 
date was April 11, 1948, and next day at Havre 
de Grace Saggy beat Citation and four other 
aces. 

The happy sequel to this horse story is that 
the Damon Runyon Memorial Cancer Fund, of 
awhich Winchell is the leading spirit, benefited 
handsomely when hundreds of grateful persons 
who profited by Walter's tip, sent him part of 
their winnings as contributions to the cause 
dearest to his heart. 

What the bookies sent Walter was a peti- 
tion entreating him to keep his nose-for-news 
out of their racket so they all won’t have to 
trudge over the hill to the poorhouse and join 
their long-time clients. Doesn’t Walter know 
that only horse players are supposed to di 
broke?

Edith Thompson was not aware of my move- 
ments on Tuesday night, Oct. 3, I left Manor 
Park at 11 p, m. and proceeded to Ilford, I 
waited for Mrs. Thompson and her husband. 
When near Kndsleigh Gardens I pushed her to 

‘ side, also pushing him farther up the street. 
| said to him, ‘You have got to separate from 
your wife. He said, ‘No.’ I said, ‘You will have to.’ 

‘We struggled. I took my knife from my 
pocket and we fought, and he got the worst of it. 

“The reason I fought with Thompson was 
that he never acted like a man to his wife. He 
always seemed several degrees lower than a 
snake, I loved her and I could not see her go on 
leading that life. 

“I did not intend to kill him. I gave him the 
opportunity of standing up to me as a man, but 
he wouldn't ... 1 threw the knife down a drain 
when I was running through Endsleigh Gardens.” 


HE police did not believe certain details of 

this. They did not believe that there had been 
a struggle, or that words had passed between the 
two men. The evidence indicated that Bywaters 
had come up from behind and attacked without 
warning.
